at 5 Star level plus a number of 
salon acceptances). 


This is in no way competitive with 
PSSA Honours, but is an honour 
bestowed by individual clubs upon 
their members.

NEW SLIDE MasKs!! &°

Here is news of a new project by 
Helderberg Photographic Society. 


With the continual rising costs of 
imported slide masks, they decided 
to have their own masks made. 


They have 14 different size masks 

on a sheet and have also had them 
cut on two types of board, one gold 
in colour and the other white, which 
the user could spray silver if he 
wished. {They find the aerosol 
cans of "Duco" aluminium very 
effective). 


Their members find the variety of 
sizes give them more scope in 
masking exactly what they want 

on their slides. The approximate 
sizes are (in mm) 33x22, 33x20, 
33x18, 33x15, 30x22, 30x20, 30x18, 
27x22, 27x20, 27x15, 24x22, 24x20, 
21x22 & 21x18. 


Outside club members have asked 

HPC to allow them to also purchase 
these sheets of masks and they 
decided to offer these masks to 

other clubs so their members can also 
cut the costs of entering competi- 
tions. 


They are packing the masks in lots 
of either 20 sheets or 40 sheets in 
either or both colours to sell to 
clubs who in turn can then sell them 
to members. 


To cover costs and make a nominal 
profit for club funds, they are 
offering the sheets of masks 

(ie 14 different sizes on a sheet) 

to clubs at an introductory offer of 
25c each and suggest they sell them 
to members at 35c thereby also making 
a profit for their club funds. 

At 35c members would still be paying 


only half the present price of 
imported masks.

WE VE BEEN FRAMED!! 


PHOTOGRAPHY AND TRAVEL 


It is very nice to be receiving a 
free copy of Photography and Travel 
from the PSSA, but it would be a lot 
nicer if the publishers would devote 
a few more pages to cine photography. 
Why is it that we, the movie makers, 
are neglected? Even the PSSA 
magazine "Image" give very little 
space to film making. 


We are aware of the fact that a 
Magazine such as “Image” needs arti- 
cles to print..and probably the majo- 
rity of material is submitted by 
still and slide photographers. 
Nevertheless, there must be reams 

of information submitted to PSSA 
every month in Cine Club magazines. 


How about it, PSSA, a little more for 


the Movie Man. 
From "FOCUS" Queensburgh Cine Club 
"Reams of information" is unfortunately one 


of those rather dangerous~generaltsations, 
of which the media ts so guilty these days, 


that glosses over actual statistics imparting 


the direst connotations. 


I think there are roughly 17 'straight' cine 
elubs affiliated to PSSA. Of those 17,. 
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some send us bulletins regularly, others 
we have never seen. If however those 
who contrtbute were to produce but one 
ream per month, I would say their 
bulletins would have to average around 
eighty pages per month, - each. Many 
clubs however have cine secttons who 
contribute a certain anount to their 
monthly bulletins, so let us halve the 
amount. As you can see this would still 
mean that Cine Club magazines would be 
forty pages long and still only produce 
one ream, never mind "reams"! 


What constitutes an average club bulletin? 
An editorial, advertisements, perhaps a 
points log, competition results, nottce 
of meeting and, tn some of them, articles. 
With the exception of the editorial and 
oecastonal articles, the "information" in 
a club magazine ts of great importance 

to that clu. But hardly of interest 

to people at the other end of the 
Provinee. 


Obviously we try and maintain a high 
degree of interest and readability in 
"Image" and to tell members that Joe Brown 
in Swakopmund has been promoted to 
advanced or that Molly Wilson of Durban 
wtll be next months tea lady ts hardly 
ltkely to ratse an eyebrow in Cape Town. 
Both those facts however are very tmportant 
to the respective clubs. So we are left 
with editorials and articles which we feel 
will ratse an eyebrow, a laugh, a letter, 
or tnterest,-countrywide. 


To be realistic we have, as we hope you 
ean see, not "reams of tnformation" but 
indeed a very limited source of material. 


However, limited though it may be, we do 
try and include something for the cine 
buffs in every issue. In fact, checking 
back over the last two years tn response 
to your claim, we find that June and 
October 1976 and May and December 1977 
tissues had absolutely nothing related to 
Cine tn them. 


During this two year period, we have had 
articles covering camera effects, mood, 
copying, filters, de-striping, money- 
making hints, sound quality, judging, 
televiston aspects, acting, sound, editing, 
film care, striping, scriptwriting, sound 
effects and mstc availability, SA Ten 
Bests, ACC Films of the Year(s), reports 
from the Motion Picture Diviston, Story 
telling, film library lists, techntque 
and many others. 


What we have not had with two exceptions 
ts etne articles written to "Image" - 
Your service - ED. 


WORDS OF INFINITE WISDOM ! 


TR Babu AFIAP 


ASalonexhibitor is the best amalgam 
of perseverance and unquenchable 
optimism. He wants to see his name 
in the catalogue; he wants to be the 
award winner; he wants his pictures 
reproduced in the catalogue. So he 
ruminates over the panel of judges; 
their likes and dislikes; their pets 
and prejudices (Club officials are 
not unfamiliar with the trend of 
large number of landscapes when two 
of the judges are known to be land- 
scape enthusiasts). In spite of 

all these efforts, it is only one 
picture that is on the cover and it 
is only one who gets the premier 
award. "How to catch the judges' 
eyes?" has been a perennial question 
on the exhibitor's lips. 


Several systems of judging have been 
experimented with. Several permu- 
tations and combinations, such as a 
graphic artist, a pictorialist and 

a painter; a commercial photographer, 
news photographer, and a pictorial 
photographer; a beginner in photo- 
graphy, a sculptor and a pictorial 
photographer; but no combination has 
won the gratitude of ALL exhibitors. 
Once, the awards were decided to be 
distributed after the exhibition; 

the viewers were given the opportunity 
to select the best print. As one 
could expect, there was no consensus! 


"Judging is an expression of opinion 
based on photographic knowledge and 
understanding, influenced by cultural, 
social and emotional factors in the 
judges' experience". And it is the 
photograph that is being judged, and 
not the photographer. No specifica- 
tion could be laid down for a person 
who is nominated to a panel of judges. 
It is a well-known fact that a set of 
award winning pictures by one panel 
May well be thrown out by a different 
panel. Judging norms cannot be 
quantified, cannot be reduced to 
mathematical symbols. Complex 
relationships of form and substance, 
non-representational images that 
speak to the subconscious in symbols 
only it can recognise, picture 
qualities that are embraced intuitive- 
ly by the viewer who is atuned to 
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them. A judge selects according 
to his lights. 


Obviously there is no shortcut to 
fame and personal satisfaction. 

One has to go through the paces, 
learn to pocket the bouquets and 
brickbats, keep making pictures that 
please the maker, and keep sending 
those pictures to exhibitions. A 
winner never quits, a quitter never 
wins!

RE-CHARGE IT!

The so-called non-rechargeable 
manganese alkaline type batteries, 
eg the Mallory Duracell used in 
flashguns and cine cameras, can be 
recharged. 


The usual procedure is to discard 
these batteries when they are 
exhausted. There is a warning 
stating that they will explode if 
attempts are made to recharge them. 
This is true if an excessive 
amperage is used. 


I have conducted some tests on these 
batteries, and have managed to get a 
penlight type (14sv) to explode by 
giving a 2 volt 14 amp charge. Even 
then it took some time to explode! 
Further tests conducted suggest that 
if the amperage is lowered no 


explosion takes place at all. 


I would set the limit of charge rate 
at 300 Milli-amps (0.3amps). Most 
charges give considerably less than 
this. I modified an old Rollei 
flashgun charger unit, disconnec- 
ting the high voltage lead and 
using the low voltage output. 

This had to be rectified to dc, and 
the voltage reduced (by a suitable 
resistance) to 10,5 volts. This 
gives an output of 20 milli-amps 
(0,020 amps) when charging and will 
recharge the batteries in about 

4 hours, bearing in mind that the 
need for recharging batteries comes 
well before they are complete dis- 
charged. 


I have used the same set of 
batteries now for 20 Super-8 sound 
films and eight silent films over a 
period of 20 months, and they are 
still giving good service, having 
been recharged three times. I have 
also recharged my flashgun batteries 
with equal success. 


A word of warning: The above does 
not apply to zinc-carbon batteries.

The overall standard in slides was 
generally good but there were a number 
of panels whose authors would be well 
advised to seek guidance from honours 
holders in their particular category 
i.e. pictorial or nature, etc, to 
obtain an idea of the high standard 
required for the attaining of an 
Associateship. 
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It has been evident in the last few 
judging sessions that some applicants 
are not showing enough imagination in 
the selection of subject material 

as well as the structuring of their 
panels; even at times using 
duplicate or near duplicate slides 

in the same panel. Applicants who 
specialise in one subject i.e. 
portraiture, nature, birds, etc. 
must, of necessity, show more imagi- 
nation in their selection of slides 
as well as outstanding technical 
quality. 


Judging took place in Johannesburg, 
Cape Town and Port Elizabeth to 
ensure a broad spectrum of opinion, 
throughout the Country, and analysis 
of the judging sheets showed that 
overall scoring was extremely 
consistent. 


Confusion has occasionally occured 
regarding the Credit System - and in 
order to clarify all points, this is 
how it works: 


1. Credits hold for the initial 
judging plus three subsequent 
consecutive judging sessions, 
i.e. with an initial application 
in February 1978, any Credits then 
awarded, together with any other 
Credits acquired at subsequent 
judgings, in July 1978, February 
1979 and July 1979, will be 
honoured until July 1979, after 
which judging all Credits will be 
nullified. 


In the event of this happening the 
applicant can continue to apply, 
using previously submitted slides 
with credits if he so wishes, but 
they will be rejudged with the 
whole panel again. 


2. When submitting a panel for the 
second or subsequent judgings all 
accrued Credits must be included 
in the panel, preferably ina 
group at the beginning or end of 
the panel. 


3. It is inadvisable to submit work 
in the same panel that is a 
duplicate or near-duplicate of a 
Credit. 


4. In order to achieve a Credit for 
a Slide, print, cine film or 
diaporama, seventy-five per cent 
or more of the judges must 
consider the work ‘up to 
standard’. 


Once again a reminder to all 


successful applicants that the 1 


successful panels and films are 
required for exhibition at the 
Congress of the year in which they 
achieve their honours.

The more you are able 
to forget your equipment, the more 
time you have to concentrate on the 
subject and on the composition. The 
camera should become an extension of 
your eye, nothing else".
